New fork Mouey Market.
From Ifi Iter aid. ,

' The week la Wall street was a dull one, the
great Interest centring in the course of money,
wblch on tbe last day of the year waa marked
by one period of as great stringency as has
prevailed in a long time. Daring the ac-
tivity Just previous to the October quar-
terly statement of the banks the a loot
gamblers produced an artificial strlngeney
by the 'locking up of greenbacks,' and
money was then undoubtedly as strin-
gent as It well could be without producing
general disaster and ruin. It will be remarked
tbat It did result in the breaking of the stook
market and tbe failure ol several stock hones.
But tbe activity of the present time is not
assisted by any artificial agency, and is the
natural result of the contraction of the banks
for the December statement. Indeed, tbe same
men who plotted to make money "tight" in
Ootober are now Just as anxious to have It easy,
for they are all 'long' of stocks. They cannot
sell, oa the one band, nor do they care, on the
other, to pay tbe extreme rates of Interest.
Again, there has been a heavy drain of
currency to tbe South to pay for
tbe cotton which has been coming so
steadily to the seaboard. A comparison
of receipts for tbe period since September 1, the
beginning of tbe cotton season, shows an in-
crease this season of over 120,000 bales. The
greatest activity prevailed oa Thursday, whan
as high as to per cent, per day was bid for
tbe ue of money. A relaxation was quite con-
fidently expected oa Saturday, but it did not
00 me, tbe rate prevailing at tbe close being

&V. whloh was the quotaiion In the Long
Room, where money Is now dealt In as regu-
larly as any security on the general Hsu The
fact Is, the money which was expected in
the way of Interest, dividends, and tbe
like, baa not found Us way back again
Into the street or into the banks.
Tbe various trust and savings institutions
have also been compelled to call la quite a
large line ef tbelr loans In order to have funds
by them with which to meet the demands of
depositors. In the savings banks, in particu-
lar, a large margin Is necessary at this season;
w hen there Is such a general practice of lifting
both the principal and Interest. Money Is
passing from large capitalists and corporations
to small holders, and during the period of tran-
sition will of coarse be without influence npon
the market. It will soon return, however,
through Investments and redeposlts, to the
banks, and be again united la the general our
rents of business."
from the Tribune.

"The money market was disturbed by the
calling of loans by tbe trust, insurance, and
other Institutions pay lng their dividends Satur-
day. A pot tlon of the money was returned Im-
mediately to the street, but large amounts were
tied np In private hands. Tbe prevailing rate
for money was seven per cent, in ourrenoy,
with an i commissions, with transactions at 14
as the hlKhest rate and 7 per cent, cola Interest
as the lowest.

111 it
not been for tbe foolish and pernicious
tsHcbines of Andrew Johnson, however,
and tbe insane hopes for resumption of their
lor eat r political control, thus mild ioutly worked
upon and fired to a fever heat without doubt,
all would toon bave settled down luto a condi-
tion ot peace and security, at least eq isl to
test txlsting before tbe war.
